The city was going to be 
ruined, 500 people were to be 
thrown out ot work, a hundred 
placet of "business" were to be 
closed, $40,000 of license fees 
would be lost ; trade would be 
driven away, business would be 
depressed, and prohibition would 
not prohibit ! 

Well, the deed was done ; the 
rum shop was expelled, and the 
whiskey jug corked up, and what 
is the result ? The skies have 
not fallen, nor lias the sun ceased 
to rise and set. The Atlanta 
Constitution, says, that the law is 
obeyed as well as are those about 
theft, gambling, and carrying 
concealed weapons. The asses- 
sors say that property has in- 
creased #2,000,000! Taxes are 
not increased. Two streets known 
as liquor streets never saw a lady 
in them until prohibition prohib- 
ited that disgrace. So far as 
losing revenue, the city has never 
so prospered, as shown by city 
appropriations for progress. City 
banks have grown in strength 
and numbers. Fifteen new 
stores have been started. Me- 
chanics have bought more furni- 
ture tor homes than ever before. 
All the stores once used for li- 
quor are now in use otherwise. 
Laborers are buying lots, and, 
pending plans to build, are pay- 
ing rents as never before. Coal 
dealers say that laboring men 
are buying coal for next winter 
in advance, whereas the old way 
was to buy for use from day to 
day. Milliners testify that never 
before have working- men bought 
a tithe ot the bonnets for wives 
in all the history of trade. Con- 
tractors say their men do better 
work ; that they spend wages for 
food and clothing, - rather than 
ask credit for these and use the 
cash for liquor, and that men and 
their families are in good spirits 
as never before. Teachers say 
that school attendance is increas- 
ed ; that children wear better 
clothes ; that hooks are more 
plentiful ; and that children are 
kept away less in order to "help 
at home." Sunday schools have 
grown. More people go to 
church. Crime is vastly dimin- 
ished. C ou rts fi n ieh the orimi n al 
docket in two days, rather than 
in two weeks as formerly. City 
government is now in the hands 
of the best citizens, and conclud- 
es the Constitution : "The bar- 
room has gone from Atlanta for- 
ever !" 

Would that other rum-ridden 
cities might go and do likewise, 
that their citizeus might be able 
to say with Dr. Uenson, of Cica- 
go, "I am a citizen of no mean 
city, — that is, it isn't as mean as 
it used to be."

Packing for Market. 

Tli (Me who grow produce for 
market do not need to he told of 
the importance ot neat and prop- 
er packing to secure ready sales 
and the beet prices. The farmer 
sometimes has a crop, such as an 
unexpected crop of early apples, 
that he would gladly turn into 
money, but he Is not provided 
with baskets for bis fruit, and if 
sent in barrels the fruit would 
arrive in bad order and bring 
low prices. Tfjeuoh the bushel 
urste comes as a ready resource. 
A bushel crate is easily made, 
and forma a neat and handy 
dackage for nearly all kinds of 
produce. To make a bushel 
crate there are required three 
pieces, each eight by fourteen 
inches, for the ends and center 
piece ; the strips or laths for the 
Bides are two feet long. The 
width 01 these depends upon the 
article to be packed. Sixteen 
stripe are commonly used, with 
spaces between for ventilation. 
Often the corners of the end and 
middle pieces are cut off; this 
makes the crate octagonal in 
shape, which is an advantage, as 
it allows oi better ventilation 
when the crates are stacked to- 
gether. In building the crate 
the two strips at the top arc not 
not nailed down, to allow an 
openiug through which to fill it. 
In packing in crates, ae in bar- 
rels 1 , they are to be shaken to set- 
tle the contents, which should 
proiect nlightly at the top to re- 
quire some pressure to bring 
down the Ust slats, which serve 
as a cover, into . place. Vegeta- 
bles and truits should always be 
packed with pressure, otherwise 
they become bruised and iniured 
generally in transit. — American 
Agriculturist tor June.
